the Irish Free State on the Ist July, 
the Department of Agriculture states 
that, with the exception of hay-cutting, all 
seasonal work was well forward. eavy 
rains towards the end of June retarded hay- 
making, but benefited all other crops. 
Turnips had to be resown in many parts, and 
the later sowings are doing well, There was 
a fine flush of grass at the beginning of the 
month, and live stock generally were in 
healthy condition.

MORE DAIRY COWS.

Kr. P.J. Brady : Body- or Stream-Line? : 


Valerian 


The Deemster. 
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Mr. P. J. Bradu. 


The news that Mr. Patrick J. Brady, the 
well-known Dublin solicitor, is retiring 
from practice, at once brought to my mind 
the boon that was conferred upon Free 
State journalists—and, someone is sure to 
add, upon citizens who might have 
become fellow-jurymen—when, through Mr. 
Brady’s activities, they were exempted 
from jury-service. The exemption was 
granted by the late Kevin O'Higgins, 
when Minister for Justice. Mr. Brady, who 
was one of the first Free State’s Senators 
to be appointed, had privately pleaded the 
Pressmen’s case with the Minister. This 
achievement was but one of many in his 
forty years long public career. At one 
time, when Mr. Brady was a member of 
Parliament, as Nationalist representative 
of the St. Stephen’s Green Division, the 
British Government decided not to proceed 
with their plans for the erection of the 
present Government Buildings m Dublin 
owing to “ the contemplated change in 
Irish Government.” Mr. Brady secured the 
intervention in the matter of the 
é Tim” Healy, pointing out that the 
“ Liberal ”” Government of the day was 
proposing to reject a statutory liability 
created by a previous Tory Administration. 
3otween 1910 and 1918, when he lost the 
seat, Mr. Brady was also closely associated 
with the passing of the Education (Provi- 
sion of Meals) Acts, whereby Government 
and parents would share the cost of meals 
in the schools, and with the ‘Hotels and 
Restaurants (Dublin) Act, which is still 
known as “ Brady’s Act.” “When he won 
the St. Stephen’s Green election in 1910 he 
restored to the Irish Party a seat which 
they had not held for many years. He has 
been President of the Incoxporated Law 
Society of Ireland (1921-22), and has 
always been in-the happy position of being 
popular, in addition to being prominent, in 
Irish legal cireies, 


Body-Line. 


The third Test match seems to have 
caused a lull in the controversy which the 
cricketing world was waging over the 
Larwood incidents, but veteran players— 
many of them long since relegated to the 
members’ seats—still are filling Press 
correspondence columns with reminiscences 
of how stalwarts of other days overcame 
their particular bowling bugbears. Grace’s 
beard was, of course, an easy mark for 
every wily bowler, although a recent 
writer avers that the valiant Doctor used 
his sartorial adornment as a.cache for the 
ball! Even the great ‘‘ Ranji’’ himself 
was discomfortably shy of fast deliveries 
to leg, until a ruthless “ pro”’ literally 
fixed the princely feet in their proper 
positions in thé nets to meét the attacks, 
from which he developed his famous leg 
glance. I remember earlier, but milder, 
tlisputes about the ethics of ‘‘ googlies,”’ 
the ‘‘off theory” and this same “leg 
trap’’—all of which I understand—but 
never yet have I met anybody who can 
describe to, me satisfactorily what ‘‘ body- 
line ” really is. An essay, which appears 
to be authoritative, leaves me with the 
knowledge that this method of bowling was 
adopted a centmy ago; that it is within 
the rules of the game, and—most interest- 
ing of all—that W was invented by a 
woman. The latter I readily can believe, 
if only because it sounds feminine enough— 
almost modiste! 


Stream-Line. 


That the dangers of cricket are not con- 
fined to senior or county matches was 
impressed forcibly upon a friend, who 
describes a game which was being played 
in one of those tranquil back thorough- 
fares which abound in the Pembroke 
district of Dublin. The one spectator 
happily appeared just as play was being 
‘esumed after an objection by the batsman 
jad been overruled by a whole street-full 
f umpires, who were the fieldsmen. As 
he immediate dismissal of the plucky 
ttle batsman was imperative, the bowler

down deliveries which .were marvellous 
examples of brute force and clever wrist- 
work. Fortunately, however, the victim— 
manfully’ defending his wicket and his 
life—stood un , Whilst sickening 
thuds told only too truly that the ball, 
hurtling in with the velocity of a .303, was 
finding its mark on the back-stop, in the 
shape of a newly-painted door. At. last 
the batsman turned one of those devilish

side. The ball, rebounding off a dead 
wall, sped towards the boundary of a 
distant public-house; there it was taken 
up smartly by a substitute for an Irish 
blue terrier, which started to “ leg it” 
towards the canal bank. My friend came 
out just as the field was being reset; but, 
before play was resumed; there was a 
general appeal to the bowler:—‘ Ay, 
Jem, no more of your streamline bowl- 
ing.” 


“Ór. Hugh KX elson. 


I see that Mr. Hugh Nelson is playing 
polo ‘with the English team at the Nine 
Acres during Horse Show Week.

Nelson, who is a brother of Sir James, is 
the third son of the late Baronet, Sir 
William Nelson. He lives at Lakers

Valerian. 


I suppose it would be difficult to deter- 
mine why certain plants prefer one 
particular location to another, but rail- 
way banks seem to be favoured by several 
varieties which are not seen so frequently 
elsewhere. ‘Valerian is one of these; its 
pink flowers are to be seen all along the 
tops of walls and railway cuttings in 
County Dublin just at present. It seems 
hardly fair to this plant, which looks so 
atractive at a distance, to classify it as a 
common weed, but there is no end to its 
ramifications once it is introduced into an 
ordinary garden. The roots of valerian 
have important medicinal properties, and 
formed an essential part of the stock-in- 
trade of the old herbalists The oil derived 
from them has another extraordinary 
quality; it. is specially atractive to cats, 
and neither mouse-holes nor saucers of 
cream can hold them once they get a sniff 
of this concoction. 


Ghe Deemster's Oath.

concerning the political situation in Lreland 
have ignored the constitutional position, and, 
therefore, have led to nothing practical. 1 
submit that the constitutional facts are these : 

In 1922 there existed’ an All-Ireland 
assembly, endowed witn sovereign authority 
by the solemn act of the nation That 
assembly, by the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, 1919, had laid the foundation of the 
constitution. Nothing which conflicts with 
the Declaration can be constitutionally valid. 
However, the assembly authorised the 
setting-up of a Provisional Government of 
the whole Saorstat (a thirty-two county area) 
in order that.a constitution might be framed 
which would conform with the “Treaty,” if 
it were possible to reconcile that agreement 
with the constitutional fact of independence. 
For reasons sadly familiar to all, the Ali- 
Ireland assembly was not convened again 
The Provisional Government of the Saorstat 
became transformed into the Free State Go- 
vernment of twenty-six counties. Authority 
never was transmitted formally from the 
sovereign assembly to the Free State Govern- 
ment. and it follows that the Free State 
Government is a provisional and unconstitu- 
tional Government, although de facto the only 
Government now existing in the’ Free State, 
and enjoying the support of the mass of the 
people; also, that partition never has been 
constitutionally ratified,. since the Declaration 
“s NASA cone would need to be repealed 
inst. 

That is the Irish view. No Nationalist can 
pick a logical flaw in it, lf the Free State 
Government has more than a de facto. and 
provisional status, it must derive it from 
some other source than the assembly of 
1919-1922, and the Republican Dáil must have 
been, not a sovoreign body, but a rebel cabal. 
In the eyes 
of England, the Irish view is not valid. Our 
neighbours never recognised the sovereign 
assembly or the Declaration of Independence. 
The Provisional Government, in their eyes, 
was truly provisional, and had no authority 
to turn itself into the Free State Government. 
They insisted that the Parliament of Southern 
Ireland, derived from the Home Rule Act of 
1920, should be convened, although only 
for one day, and should adopt the Constitu- 
tion which the Provisional Government had 
constructed.- This actually happened, and 
the Free State Government is a constitutional] 
body in England's eyes s:mply as deriving, 
from the Parliament of Southern Ireland, 
authority which was transmitted to thar 
assembly by the Imperial Parliament under 
the 1920 Act. It is, perhaps, characteristic 
of our neighbours that they should have 
forced Mr. Griffith, Mr. Collins and their 
colleagues to the humiliation of recognising 
the 1920 Act, which to-day those same 
‘neighbours refuse to recognise the remission 
of the annuities which that Act contained. 

Now, sir it is open to Irish Nationalksts 
to renege their whole post, deny the validity 
of the Declaration of Independence, declare 
the First and Second Dála mere illegal 
assemblies, and the Republican Army a gang 
of desperadoes; then, after this denial of 
their heritage. Nationalists can acknowledge 
the legalitv of the Free State Government, as 
derived from the British Act. If they de 
this, however, they admit with: the same 
voice the legality of partition, and 
the untainted authority of the Six-Cqunty 
Government, and the British occupation of 
the North-East. Never again can they

Your symbols progressively have 
gone from most of Ireland, most of your 
institutions have been abolished under your 
own Statute of Westminster, and never can 
he restored.

Sirn,—lf “An t-Ultach’s”’ extremely in- 
teresting contribution contained nothing more 
than ms declaration—as “a Sinn Feiner 
before the Treaty’’—that “economic 
pressure’’ is a futile weapon against par- 
tition, it was well worth the space devoted 
to it in your columns. 

Writing with the liveliest recollection of 
pre-war discussions and negotiations with 
Arthur Griffith and his colleagues, with mem- 
bers of the Irish Parliamentary Party who 
were immersed in the fight against partition, 
with leaders of the Ulster Liberal Council, 
and with the somwhat amorphous group 
who were associated with Sir Horace Plunkett 
—all of whom, in varying degrees, persuaded 
themselv2s that Ulster could be won by 
economse ‘ safeguards,’ or compelled by 
economic threats—one welcomes your con- 
tributor s frank recognition of the basic fact 
that “ the mass of Ulster Protestants are pre- 
pared to fight and suffer’’ for their intimate 
association with the British Crown and the 
British Commonwealth. 

‘Such a declaration is a real breath of fresh 
air! To approa h the question of partition 
on any other basis cannot mean anything but 
further illusion, drift and the ‘‘ utter dis- 
aster’’ which ‘‘An t-Ultach”’ sees to be 
inevitable. 

Yet it seems to me that, while economic 
forces alone would never have precipitated 
the Border, the economic policy pursued by 
Mr. Cosgrave and Mr. Blythe, and empha- 
sised and steepened by Mr. de Valera and 
Mr. MacEntee, has created an almost in- 
superable. barrier to its abolition. Even if 
we assume that Northern Ireland had every 
conceivable guarantee of her religious 
liberties and of her security within the 
British Commonwealth, is it possible that 
Ulster—whose industrial and commercial in- 
terests are far more dependent upon non- 
Irish than upon Irish markets—would in an 
circumstances bind herself to an Trish 
Customs union? 

Alternatively, 13 it conceivable that any 
Free State Government could be induced, by 
steps either immediate or gradual, to abandon 
her system of import tariffs” 

And, if the answers to both questions must 
be—as I conceive they must be—in the nega- 
tive, what is the use of talking about a 
*‘federa'’’ system of government, whether 
its headqnarters be in Dublin; or Belfast, or 
Armagh! The very esserce and hall-mark 
of federation 1: common financial policy. 

Perhaps, it may seem to be unhelpful to 
meet you: contributor's welcome gesture and 
wise counsel with such questions. I do not 
think-sv. We have cultivated many illusions. 
Another will not do anybody any good.

a useful lesson in her early days of govern- 
ment. 

I was a resident in Dublin during the Re- 
bellion of 1916. If theré is any man in Tre- 
land to-day who feels proud of that episode 
he has my sympathy. Great fighters, who 
thought England was in so tight’ a corner 
then that they could.do as they liked, chose 
that time for a “war under cover.” At times 
I feel that the present troubles of Ireland are 
not unconnected with the deeds of Easter 
week, 1916, and later. After all, we may 
now be going thfough a purifying process 
for our sins and shame. ‘‘ Bloody Sunday” 
could not go unpunished if our religion—re- 
gardless of creed—means anything to us. 
Human life is sacred. 

“An t-Ultach” is worried about the 
“border.” Every person who refers to it 
seems to imply that the North is responsible 
for it. The duties introduced by the Cos- 
grave Government were. The present policy 
on both sides make it a necessity still: We 
are not enjoying boom times in Northern 
Ireland: but I do think we are better off 
as we are than if we were under the care of 
Fianna Fail. I can see better times coming 
for our farmers, and even to-day we are not 
nearly so down and out as some people think. 
Before we had to contend with tariffs we 
were boycotted by the South.

At the same 
time Donegal peovle were paying 6s, per 
sack for flour (other items in proportion) 
more than their neichbours on the other side 
of the border, and at the same time they 
were getting very poor prices for cattle, 
sheep and farm produce in general.

The explosive used 
was gélignité, which was attached to a de- 
tonator which was dropped into the river, 
i and the results of the explosion were terrible. 
This is done in Fermoy within a radius of five 
or six miles. Mostly all the reffiaris come 
from Fermoy; they stop at nothing. About 
a mile below Fermoy the river was strewn 
with dead salmon as a result of the use of 
i these explosives. In every instance where an 
explosion has taken place in the river it: has 
been known locally that these men are men 
employed. on the County Council roads, of 
men in the employment of the Fermoy Urban 

ed ó What happens is this: The 
County Council gets an order for a large 
quantity of explosives, which are placed in 
4 storé belonging to the County Council. 
These explosives are then hatided over to the 
road — for use in the quarries. In the 
Fermoy district these explosives were to be 
obtained wholesale. Witness had that from 
the road workers themselves.” 

I wish to enter a formal protest against 
this evidence of Mr. Edmond Rice, solicitor, 
as far as it concerns Cork County Council 
workmen.

COUNTY CORK TO TAKE 
ACTION.

P Mes meeting of the Cork County Com- 
} mittee of Agriculture, held on Saturday, Mr. 

T. O'Sullivan, Chairman, presiding, Mr. E. 
J. Cussen referred to the maize admixture 
scheme. He said that a gréat hardship fell 
on feeders in consequence of that scheme. He 
felt. that in refermng to it he should bear in 
}mind that the Government had a certain 
br in regard to the utilisation of more 
iome-grown foods, and any suggestion they 
might make towards modification should be 
in coníormity with home-grown foods. 

The maire admixture scheme meant a very 
considerable extra cost to feedefs, and the 
result was that the pig population was not 
as high, or nearly as high, as it should be 
if the price of feeding was normal. 

It was because of that, said Mr. Cussen, 
that we havé found it impossible to fill the 
bacón quota, and it might be that the bacon 
industry would suffer as a consequence of our 
failure to fill that quota. 


ILL-CONSIDERED SCHEME. 


Proceeding, he said that the cost of food 
Was too high, and the scheme was a very 
badly considered one as a whole, because 
under the schéme growers of grain, excépt 
they had nmlls of their own, had to dispose 
of it to merchants, who in turn sold it to the 
rhiflers, and the result was that farmers bay- 
ing it back had to pay 2s. dd. more than 
the cost of maize. Feeders, he said, did not 
get the advantage. For the last year about 
220,000 tons of grain were utilised in the ad- 
mixture scheme, and on the price prevailing 
under the scheme there was a difference be- 
tween grower and feeder of £480,000. Very 
few in the farming population got any ad- 
vantage. 

A sub-committee was formed to go into the 
matter, and it was decided to recommend the 
sub-committee to consider an alternative 
scheme to be submitted to the Government in 
substitution for the present scheme.

CATHEDRAL 
WORKMEN 
ENTERTAINED. 


ANNIVERSARY OF 
FOUNDATION LAYING. 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
LIVERPOOL, Sunday. 


Two hundred and two out of 213 workmen 
engaged building the Liverpool Cathedral 
were on Saturday entertained to dinner by 
Sir Frederick M. Radcliffe, until recently 
Chairman of the Cathedral Committee, to 
celebrate the thirtieth anniversary of the 
laying of the foundation stone of the 
Cathedral of the Chureh of Christ. Twenty 
of the guests had worked more than twenty 
years ón thé Cathedral, and two, a general 
foreman and a quarryman, have been work- 
ing, for twenty-nine years. 

ne of the old stagers declared that the 
work is guite healthy, and that thé men 
suffer comparatively httle from colds and 
influenza. 

‘It must be many certuries since in 
England the ancient crafts of the mason and 
the builder have been continuously employed 
upon the same building for a period of thirty 
years,” wrote Sir Frederick Radcliffe, who 
was unable to be present owing to illness. 
‘Yet this has now been the case with our 
Cathedral, since not even during the war was 
the chisel of the carver entirely silent.” 


YEARLY OUTLAY. 

Colonel A. C. Tod, the new Chairman of 
the Cathedral Committee, who presided, said 
that the work of constructing the Cathedral 
costs, in wages alone, an average of £35,000 
a year paid dut on the site or in the quarries. 
It was proposed to present to every man who 
worked ten years on the job a medal, which 
was now being designed, to commemorate 
their connection with the Cathedral. Fifty- 
six per cent. of the men had already worked 
more than ten years. 

The Committee had been criticised for the 
choice of site, architect, and design, but they 
had never been criticised for the workmanship 
and craftsmanship put mto the job. It was 
only by maintaining the good-will of the city 
and taking care that the Cathedral was used 
for the benefit of the whole community that 
they could hope to have the support for the 
great idea of completing the Cathedral in 
our generation. 


THE WORKMANSHIP. 


Mr. J. Miller, a mason, who has worked 
for twenty-seven years on the Cathedral, de- 
clared that the craftsmanship was the best of 
its kind, because the men knew the Cathe- 
dral would be the subject of inspection for 
many generations.

France became a great nation—namely, 
her permanent establishment as mistress 
of continental Europe. To that end M. 
Barthou has come to terms with Soviet 
Russia. All France’s objections to 
Bolshevism, apparently, have disappeared, 
and, although there is no question yet of 
a formal alliance between Moscow and 
Paris, there can be little doubt that, to 
all intents and purposes, the position that 


restored. The proposal for an “ Eastern 
Locarno ” means in effect that Russia, 
the Baltic States, Poland, and Czecho- 
slovakia will make pacts of mutual 
guarantees, bringing Germany, if possible, 
into the company. Everybody will 
guarantee the frontiers of everybody else— 
in other words, the situation that was 
created by the Peace Treaties will be 
perpetuated; and France will have 
achieved the object for which she has been 
striving ever since Georges Clemenceau 
banged the table at President Wilson at 
the Quai d’Orsay. 

Germany finds herself, not for the first 
time, on the horns of a dilemma. When 
the original pact was concluded at 
Locarno, the French made a _ valiant 
attempt to secure Germany’s gu«cantes 
for Poland’s western frontiers; but the 
late Gustav Stresemann, who was Ger- 
many's last great statesman, refused 


Then Russia 
Was outside the concert of European 
nations, and the Germans based their 
attitude, in some degree at any rate, on 
the probability that they could look across 
the Vistula for help at a later stage. 
Now that hope is gone; for the Russian 
lion is lying down with the French lamb. 
The Germans, therefore, must either 
adhere to the new pacts of mutual 
guarantees, thereby renouncing their 
claims to a revision of the Versailles 
Treaty in the East, or they must face the 
alternative of Hinkreisung, or encircle- 
ment. In his remarkably clear speech, 
which was broadcast on Friday evening, 
Herr Hitler, who addressed the Reichstag 
in the Kroll Opera House, significantly 
omitted any reference to foreign policy. 
Doubtless, he was waiting to see how M. 
Barthou’s proposals would be received in 
England, and it is announced now that 
Baron von Neurath will make. an im: 
portant statement on Germany’s attitude 
in the near future. The German people 
dread encirclement. Before and during 
the War they !°1med King Edward VII. 
for the creation of the Triple Entente— 
Russia, France and Britain—-which, they 
alleged, hemmed them in on every side. 
If M. Barthou’s plans should succeed, 
wit Britain and Italy as co-guarantors, 
Germany’s encirclement would be far 
more serious than anything of which King 
Edward ever dreamt ; and, for that reason, 
the attitude of London and Rome towards 
the proposed pacts is of the highest im- 
portance. 

It is most unfortunate that, just at the 
present moment, there should be so much 
anti-German feeling in Europe—and par- 
ticularly. in Great Britain.

Beer for Breakfast. 


Beef and beer were of old the staple 
articles of a diet which fortified the British 
constitution. To-day our beef is discussed 
only in tiny joints which would have 
earned a contemptuous snort from a Vic- 
torian trencherman ; and even beer has lost 
its pride of place on our board. A 
correspondence in The Times recalls the 
days when beer was the conventional 
breakfast beverage, and it is agreed that 
it disappeared from the table in the late 
’sixties. The universities, which are the 
homes of lost causes in culinary matters, 
as well as in political, kept up the custom 
for some time after tea had triumphed 
elsewhere. Stronger waters, also, were not 
unknown; and we read of a President of 
the Dublin University Boat Club whose 
breakfast menu included a whiskey and 
soda so late as the end of the ’seventies. 
To ascribe the change to a growing horror 
of the inebriating draught in upper and 
middle-class minds is a tempting argument, 
but we are not sure that it is valid. The 
progress from beer to tea, and later to 
coffee, is rather symptomatic of a profound 
change in the fundamental conception of 
breakfast.

The breakfast 
party is a thing of the past—even the 
tutors of Trinity College have abandoned 
the hospitality which formerly was offered 
to undergraduates on the first morning of 
their university life—and guests in private 
houses are expected either to breakfast in 
bed or to assume the correct matutinal 
manner of grumpy aloofness during the 
meal. Husbands in certain countries have 
been known to divorce their wives on the 
ground that their incessant chatter at 
breakfast argued a hopeless incompatibility 
of temperament. The miserable despond- 
ency from which most of us suffer in the 
morning is one of the concomitants of our 
civilisation. We must wait for an era of 
simple life before we can exchange our 
meagre slice of dry toast and our watery 
grapefruit for the honest pewter and cold 
sirloin of our grandfathers.

and, just as fifteen years ago the nations 
that now are playing up to the Russians 
refused even to recognise the Soviets, those 
self-same nations fifteen years hence may 
be competing for Germany’s favours. Such 
is the game of politics. In all considera- 
tion of the present problem, therefore, the 
natural feelings of revulsion at the ruth- 
lessness of Herr Hitler’s achons must be 
forgotten. Europe is dealing, not with a 
Government, but with a great nation, 
which must continue to play a vital part 
in continental affairs. Britain’s tradi- 
tional policy has been to prevent, if 
possible, any one Power on the Continent 
from domination over the others. For 
that reason, and for that reason alone, 
for instante, she guaranteed Belgium’s 
neutrality nearly one hundred years ago. 
If M. Barthou has his way, France will 
exercise what will amount to a hegemony 
in Europe. Sir John Simon’s careful 
speech on Friday night indicates that His 
Majesty’s Government is not blind to the 
dangers of this development, and that it 
is not particularly anxious to assist in the 
encirclement of the Germans. It is quite 
certain that such an encirclement, sooner 
or later, would produce another war; and 
there is something ironic in the fact that 
the Barthou plan for pacts of mutual 
guarantees, designed ostensibly to preserve 


the peace, should contain some of the most 
dangerous ingredients of future strife, 


| 


certainly not sufficient to make an impres- 
sion. on the soil or to raise the level in the 
water-gauge by more than the merest frac- 
tion of a millimetre. Does this puny 
effort count? Is it a token that for forty 
days we may be liable to cloudbursts, 
thunderstorms and deluges generally—or 
may we regard it as portending nothing 
more than a similar few drops daily during 
the period of punishment?

With the cessation of rain, the floods 
which have occurred in three Prefectures 
are receding, but riots, particularly in the 
Prefecture of Toyama, are causing anxiety. 

On Saturday victims of the floods 
attacked some relief workers, who were 
thought to have distributed food supplies 
unfairly. Serious injuries were inflicted, 
and it was found necessary to draft a 
force of police to the area. 

To-day the water which had inundated 
one village was inadvertently diverted to 
another on the opposite side of the river.

‘Recently I visited a great friendly 
country,” said M. Barthou, ‘‘ one of the 
only countries which, with ours, still 


defends the. cause of parliamentary 
liberties. I received a cordial welcome 
there. If in diplomacy as in life results 


count more than intentions, I think I can 
say without exaggeration I have brought 
back some results. | 

““ Is there any more noble concern to-day 
than that of peace? But peace cannot be 
separated for us from the dignity of 
France and security. At Geneva I spoke 
for security. In London I showed the 
same concern—concern for security. 

“ Wherever peace can be assured it 
must be assured. We have reached an 
agreement, my British friends and I. 
What would happen if the regional pact 
which we ‘propose were not accepted? 
Let all hearken to the voice of Britain and 
France. | 

M. Barthou assured the Polish Ambas- 
sador that the regional pact proposed 
would in no way diminish Franco-Polish 
friendship- nor impair the spirit of the 
terms and consequences of ‘the Franco- 
Polish alliance. 

It is noteworthy that the Polish Ambas- 
sador,.in his speech preceding that of M. 
Barthou, spoke of the immutability of 
Franco-Polish friendship, but did not 
mention the Eastern Pact.

ON SIMON SPEECH. 


PARIS WARM-—BERLIN

Sir John Simon’s remarkable speech in 
the House of Commons on the subject of 
the proposed pacts of mutal assistance in 
Eastern Europe and cognate arrangements 
has aroused world-wide interest. 

Reuter’s Correspondents give the follow- 
ing quotations from newspaper comment 
in Berlin, Paris, Moscow and Warsaw :— 

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung says 
that the proposed treaties would tend to 
bring Germany within the scope of League 
intrigues. Germany would be signing her 
death warrant if she signed these conven- 
tions. 

The Preussische Zeitung holds that 
these old-fashioned methods of diplomacy 
are really a case of playing with fire. The 
catastrophe of 1914 should, however, have 
furnished a warning which ought not to 
be neglected. There would then be nothing 
to stop a lasting Franco-German entente 
which would insure the peace of Europe 
more successfully than a dozen pacts. 

The Gazeta Polska (Warsaw) says: 
“ Britain’s decision is more important 
than the British declaration.’’ Referring 
to the British. Government’s consent to 
give moral support to the Eastern Pact 
while remaining outside of it, the news- 
paper says that Britain’s decision not to 
participate in the Pact diminishes the im- 
portance of her declaratiin. . 


GERMANY’S PRICE, 


Sir John Simon’s speech is highly 
praised by the French Prss, with the 
exception only of the Journal. That 
organ sees in the speech indications that 
equality of armaments is to be the price 
of Germany’s adhesion to the Eastern 
Pact. ‘‘ Briefly, the Pact would simply 
be a treaty based on thee good faith of 
Germany and the Soviet—a treaty whose 
foundation may be considered somewhat 
precarious, ”’ . 

A typical comment is that of Le Matin: 
'“ It is a long time since such a chorus of 
praise for a French plan has been heard 
at Westminster. The leaders of the three 
parties approved M. Barthou’s: plan as 
one man, and there was not a single dis- 
sentient voice, That is the first miracle 
worked by the Eastern Pact.” 

In Moscow Soviet reaction is non- 
committal. The Press has not yet made 
any comments at all.

ARS. KAYE DON flew from London 
. to the Isle of Man yesterday to 
join her husband, the famous motorist— 
the first winner of the Ulster T.T. Races— 
who, at Douglas on Saturday, was found 
guilty of the manslaughter of his 
mechanic, Francis Tayler, who was fatally 
injured during a practice run in the 
Isle of Man on May 28th. 

The verdict of guilty was given by the 
jury of twelve Manxmen after Don’s three 
days’ trial. Everything now depends on 
the attitude of Deemster Farrant, whose 
position is equivalent to that of an Assize 
Court judge in England. He can either 
send Don to prison or impose a fine. 
His fateful decision is to be announced 
at 10.30 this morning. 

Kaye Don’s first thought after hearing 
the verdict on Saturday was to telephone 
to his wife. 

When she heard from his own lips how 
the case had. gone, she pleaded to go over 
to see him before his final appearance 
before the Deemster to-day, and it was 
arranged that she should go by ‘plane to 
Liverpool, change machines there, and 
fly on to the Isle of Man. 

When she arrived at Castletown Air- 
port, near Douglas, last night, she smiled 
bravely as she greeted Mr. h. VD. M. 
Marendaz, a motor expert, who gave evi- 
dence at the trial. Her husband was 
waiting for her in a saloon motor car 
drawn up on the main road at the aero- 
drome entrance. She immediately ran to 
him, and they exchanged a hurried em- 
brace. 

Mrs. Don is the daughter of Mr. Leonard 
F. Martin, of New York. She married Mr. 
Don in America in 1932. Like her 
husband, Mrs. Don was outwardly 
thoroughly composed. She showed not the 
slightest sign of the strain which the 
anxious journey, following Saturday’s bad 
news, must have imposed upon her. 

With a remarkable display of sangfroid 
in the face of adversity, Kaye Don has 
shown not the slightest trace of emotion at 
a verdict which, in the words of his 
counsel, may ‘‘ mean the inevitable end of 
all he had attained to throughout his life.’’

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
remarks :—Whatever may be the effect of 
Herr Hitler’s speech upon public opinion 
in Germany, there is no longer any doubt 
that. in other countries it has confirmed 
the lamentable impression made by the 
events which it set out to explain and to 
justify. His account of the conspiracy, 
and of the parts played in it by Roehm 
and other Storm Troop leaders, and, as he 
declares, by General von Schleicher 
carries no conviction at all. It is an ex 
parte statement, to which those who are 
accused in it can make no reply, since 
they were all shot a fortnight ‘ago. It 
may be that Herr Hitler aimself believes 
every word of it, just as eighteen months 
ag» he probably sona that the Com- 
munists had planned a series of murderous 
outrages, for which the burning of the 
Reichstag was to be the signal. Ten 
months after that event the accused Com- 
munists were brought to trial, yet, with 
ample time to prepare a case, the prosecu- 
tion were unable to discover any evidence 
implicating anyone except the half-witted 
Van der Lubbe. There may be no more 
substance in the plot alleged against the 
men who were put out of the way on 
June : 

It is easy to believe that there was wide- 
~ sat discontent among the Storm 

roopers, some concerned for their own 
future, and others disappointed over the 
delay in carrying out the promised social 
and economic revolution, and in malsing 
Germany a paradise for the peasant pro- 
prietor, the labourer and the artizan. It 
is not impossible that General von 
Schleicher may have cherished hopes of 
some turn in the political wheel which 
would give him the opportunity of putting 
into effect his ideas for the future develop- 
ment of Germany. He may even, on 
occasion, have talked indiscreetly about 
his hopes and his ideas. All this, of 
course, created an atmosphere, in which 
stories of conspiracy could be invented and 
believed. That does not prove them true. 
The natural assumption.is that if any real 
proof were available, then the conspirators 
would not have been shot out of hand, but 
given a public trial, in which their guilt 
would have been revealed/ to the whole

ce! | ‘HE Hollywood people are scared. 

They feel at elise that they 
have been putting before the public filthy 
films, and now in face of the growing In- 
dignation of the public they want to make 
reform. The increasing strength of the 
new organisation, the Legion of Decency, 
is simply driving the Hollywood i! ag 
almost crazy,’’ said the Most Rev. Dr. 
Curley, Archbishop of Baltimore, to an 
Irish Times reporter, who interviewed him 
on board the Cunard-White Star liner 
Laconia on its arrival at Galway this 
morning. 
The big twenty thousand ton liner 
was riding at anchor in the roads 
under the lee of Blackhead at the entrance 
to Galway Bay when the tender came 
alongside, and the Archbishop found time 
in the midst of his preparations for going 
ashore to talk about the campaign in 
America to clean up the films, 


ALL AMERICA MOVING. 


It was rather a novel interview, but one 
which revealed the extraordinary character 
of the Archbishop, and what it is that 
makes him so popular and beloved every- 
where that he goes. He stood, with his 
burly shoulder jammed against the door 
of his cabin, while he carried on a con- 
versation with the Customs officials and 
ship’s officers, made arrangements about 
the transfer of luggage, said good-bye to 
friends, greeted warmly old friends, inter- 
jected remarks to his chancellor, Father 
“ Phil ” Maguire, who was travelling with 
him, and in the midst of all the distrac- 
tions always came back to the subject 
which he has so much at heart—the cleans- 
ing of the films. 

“The fact is.” he said, “ that all 
America is organising to secure decent 
films, but the new organisation, the 
Catholic Legion of Decency, is the only 
one that the Hollywood magnates really 
fear. The Catholics are the only body 
properly organised. True, we are only a 
minority, but we number twenty-four 
millions, and already more than half of 
these have subscribed to the Decency 


Pledge. 
REFORM COMING. 


“ What. is very significant,’ said the 
Archbishop, ‘‘is that Protestants and 
Jews have approached and asked to be 
allowed to join with us in this campaign, 
and the Jews represent eighty per cent. of 
the control of the whole ‘ movie’ produc- 
tion. 

“ Yes, these Hollywood producers are 
afraid ; reform of the ‘ movies’ is coming. 
What we aim at is the ‘elimination 
of the rottenness and filth of the present- 
day ‘ movies.’ You must understand, how- 
ever, that the Catholic Church is always 
liberal on the side of recreations and 
amusements. We are not kill-joys; all we 
want is healthy, sane, salutary and decent 
picture fare. 7 

‘“You here in Ireland have a Film 
Censor, and you cannot realise what we 
are up against. in our country. 

“ We have,” he said, speaking with 

vehemence, ‘‘ the vilest, immoral, lowest 
sex filth on the ‘ movies.’ 
Can you imagine it,” he said with 
indignation, “ but Father Phil here has 
to bear with pictures of nude women on 
the streets outside his church.” 


BISHOP’S APPEAL TO 
BISHOPS. 


The Archbishop cited some instances of 
the filthy nature of the films, and said 
that the protest against them has assumed 
‘such proportions that a man who draws a 
salary of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars a year is beginning to worry, and, 
the Archbishop added drily, “ he is only 
at the beginning of his worry. 

“- I began this thirty-four years ago,’’ 
said Dr. Curley, ‘‘ but the real organisa- 
tion was started by the Bishop of Los 
Angeles; Dr. Cantwell, a fine Irishman 
from Tipperary, who stood up at a meet- 
ing of the bishops in November last and 
stated that out of his diocese was coming a 
river of filth that was permeating every 
State, city, town and village of the 
Union. Not only that, but was going out 
over the seas to the countries of Europe, 
and,’’ said Dr. Cantwell, ‘‘I beg and im- 
plead the bishops of the country to do 
something to stop the filth.”’ 


THE NEW MOVEMENT. 

‘As a result of his talk the organisa- 
tion started in earnest and has already 
made itself effective. In my own city of 
Baltimore we have been approached by the 
owners of the ‘ movie ' theatre. They have 
come to me and told me that they want 
this campaign to be a success, and said 
that, whether they liked or not, they were 
forced to accept whatever the producers 
offer. 

“ Under their contracts they can only 
reject ten per cent. of what is offered, and. 
if they take a clean picture, like John 
McCormack’s ‘Song of My Heart,’ they 
have to take with it filthy, low-down muck. 
They are powerless to resist, and not 
strong enough of themselves to effect a 
change, and for that reason they are 
whole-heartedly with us in wishing success 
to our movement, 


MAGNATES’ REQUEST. 

“The Hollywood magnates sent a 
reference to our bishops’ meeting, and 
intimated that they are willing to do what 
they can; but they wanted the bishops to 
stop the campaign until such time as the 
producers in Hollywood were prepared to 
make the change. The bishops refused to 
do any such thing, but are going ahead 
with the campaign, regardless of the action 
of the Hollywood people. The sereen must 
be made clean. 

:. How do we hope to secure that? Well, 
to start with, we have our Catholic people 
pledged to. that objective, and we have 
our children to work through. In our 
diocese we have seventy thousand high 
school boys and girls. They have all 
cards, signed by themselves and by their 
fathers and mothers, pledging themselves 
never to go to a film that is indecent.

_ DISCOVERY. 


SIR B. SPILSBURY’S 


HURRIED VISIT, 


ESTERDAY witnessed remarkable 
developments in the Brighton trunk 

mystery case—four weeks after the find- 

ing at Brighton Station of a trunk con- 

taining a woman’s torso. 

The new developments, it is understood, 


‘include the discovery by the police of 


more human remains, a dash from London 
by Sir Bernard Spilsbury, who conducted 
a post-mortem examination at the 
mortuary, and the interviewing of 4 man 
at the Brighton Police Station. 
Detective officers visited a house in 
Kemp street, a crowded area of the town, 
not far from the Central Railway Station, 
and later returned to the Central Police 
Station, bringing with them a black 
trunk and a number of parcels wrapped in 
paper. 

Chief Inspector Donaldson, of Scotland 
Yard, who is in charge of the inquiries, 
at once communicated with London, and 
as a result Sir Bernard Spilsbury, the 
Home Office Pathologist, went to Brighton 
by car. On his arrival he was met by 
police officers, and he went to the 
Brighton mortuary, in Park street. He 
remained there for over three hours, and 
it is understood that na carrieG out a 
post-mortem examination of some human 
remains. 


Later he returned to police head- 


where he remained for some 


and other high police officials. 
MAN INTERVIEWED. 


During the afternoon a Brighton detec- 
tive arrived by car at the police station 
with a man, who was taken inside and in- 
terviewed. The man was still at the 
station at a late hour last night. 

In an official statement, which Chief In- 
spector Donaldson issued, he said: 

““ An important discovery has been made 
in connection with the Brighton trunk 
crime, and Sir Bernard Spilsbury has been 
called in. An arrest is not imminent.’’ 
No official confirmation of the finding of 
human remains was forthcoming. 

Chief Inspector Donaldson declined to 

make any statement on the point. Late 
last night he said: “ There will be no 
further developments to-night.’’ Activity, 
however, continued. 
Police officers paid another visit to 
the house.and the mortuary shortly before 
midnight, and policemen in Kemp street 
kept curious crowds on the move. 

‘The house visited yesterday by the 
police is conducted as an apartment estab- 
lishment by a couple who came to 
Brighton about two months ago.

VENTRILOQUISTS?

POPULAR... BELIEF 
EXPLAINED. 


At this period of the the harsh “ crek- 
crek! crek-crek!’’ of the corúcrake may be 
heard in -those parts where this bird 
still comes during summer, writes “A.8.” in 
the Weekly Seotsman. A belief that this. 
elusive bir much heard ard-so little seen 
in a field where itá nest is situated—possesses 
ventriloquial power is still held by many 
country folk. Indeed,’ the corncrake does 
often mystify us; for we hear it now here, 
now there, and then it seems to “throw its 
voice ' to the far end of the big meadow, or 
even to the farther hillside. It is something 
of a puazle. | 

Anyone who has ever endeavoured to traek 
down a corncrake in a field of mowin 
grass when the latter is a good height wil 
recollect how, when stealthily creeping 
nearer and near to the rasping sound, it 
has suddenly ceased—and then almost im- 
mediately commenced again at a good 
distance. It seems almost impossible for 
even so nimble a bird—for the corncrake 
is an amazingly swift runner, though a 
clumsy flier—to run that distance in so short 
a time, Yet this is what undoubtedly 
happens. The strength, length and develop- 
ment of its legs. and feet proclaim the swiít 
runner. |

Free State Farmer, appears to be that some 
time in the future pig raismg will | 
rationed out the same as tobacco growlhg 1s 
rationed now. Whatever the defects of this 
method might be, it would maintain a steady; 
pig population suited to our needs and 
capacities, and, with a pre-determined price, 
the business would be well worth counting on. 
But there will be no profit for the farmer who 
tries to fatten pigs by the old methods; for 
the price fixed on the gul? of food that 
should produce a pound of bacon leaves no 
margin for error or carelessness. We must 
realise that “a géod food boiled is a good 
‘food spoiled,” and economise in the actual 
food, in the material preparing it, and in the 
time consumed in feeding and fattening the 
ig. We are good pig raisers all round 
ecatse pigs, as a rule, were fed on a loose 
system. that ensured évery pig getting a 
all portion of milk, meaty house offal and 
grass in the summer. ‘ The defect in out 
methods and im our material is the shortage 
of nitrogenons foods, ‘without which pigs 
cannot be fattened. Because pigs were short 
of these foods, they consumed bigger 
quantities of ‘ds and. meals than was 
necessary, and did not fatten as quickly as 
But the happy-go-lucky days 
are over, and im the foture we -must 
reduce the business as nearly as possible 
to a science. - We must not only supply 
proper 
uantities, bat we mast grow these ‘foods. 
igs require nitrogenous (protein) foods 
of anima! origin as part of their diet and 
milk and meat meal are the main sources of 
this. Milk is not always available, and meat 
meal or fish meal of good quality is dear and 
sometimes difficult to procure and store. 

A faig proportion of the nitrogenous foods 
can be supplied by grains such as, vetches, 
beans ór peas or by young grass. There 1s 
no reason why we should not grow beans 
‘or peas, and we think the Ministry of Agri 
culture should do everything possible to bring 
back these crops for pis feeding and as a 
general essential on the farm. High-power 
milk production requires nitrogenous foods 
also to balance the cows’ rations, and if these 
crops were grown we should have more milk 
at a cheaper rate. In addition, these food- 
bearing crops deposit nitrogen in the soil and 
enrich it for other crops. i 

It is a truism to say that if ome thing 1s 
well done on a farm many things will he 
well done, and if pig feeding were properly 
done on the lines indicated it would tone up 
the whole farming system, and no intensive 
system of farming will succeed here that does 
not include pig-keeping, dairying and the 
production for home-grown foods of both.

Throughout all his suffering the Indian did 
not make a murmur of complaint, and now he 
is well on the way to complete recovery. As 
soon as he is well enough he will be taken to 
Cochrane (Ontario) for medical examination.

The Cross of the Legion of Honour has 
been conferred by the Government of France 
upon Professor Walter Starkie and Sir Robert 
Tate, of Trinity College, Dublin, for their 
efforts to promote understanding between the 
peoples of France and Ireland. se 

onsieur P. Guerlet, French Minister to 
the Free State, decorated Professor Starkie 
with the insignia of the Order at a reception 
at the French Legation on Saturday, the 
occasion of the French National Festival to 
commemorate the taking of the Bastille. 
Monsieur Guerlet announced that Sir Robert 
Tate, who was also to have received his de- 
coration, had telegraphed his regret at being 
unable to attend. : : 

The Minister remarked that while on holi- 
day in France recently he had manifested 
his gratitude for the many proofs which 
Professor Starkie and Sir Robert Tate had 
given of their friendship for France by re- 
commending them for the Cross of the 
Legion, and it was not surprising that the 
French Government had heartily assented. 

Dr. Starkie expressed appreciation of the 
honour, which, he said, was the highest he 
had received from any country, and, in a re- 
ference to his love of Franve, remarked that 
French was the first language he ever spake. 

The reception was attended by members of 
the French colony in Dublin and of the 
Comité de la Societé Francaise. Monsieur 
Jammet expressed to the Minister the good 
wishes of the coiony to the President of the 
French Republic, and the Minister, iff his 
reply, spoke of the situation in France and 
the country’s relations with other nations. 

After summing up the achievements of 
Monsieur. Doumergue’s Government of 
National Union and Public Safety, he said 
that he returned to his post with a feeling 
of hope as to hrance's future and the con- 
viction that the people would be able to 
overcome the serious difficulties of the 
moment if they followed the example of 
Monsieur Doumergue and forgot the vain 
disputes in the country. 

lf they wished to heal the wounds from 
which every country was suffering—morally, 
socially, politically and economically—as a 
result of the war, the French should set an 
example of coolness and commonsense. 
Knowing well that it would not be sufficient 
to work for themselves alone, France was 
ready to help others. All governments in 
France since the war had proclaimed the 
arr of co-operation. 

At the moment when the principles of 
solidarity should have triumphed in inter- 
national affairs, he proceeded, narrow 
nationalism tended to prevail. To heal their 
wounds the nations had withdrawn into them- 
selves, The French persisted, however, in 
believing that security and prosperity would 
only be found in mutual assistance and the 
principles which were the basis of the League 
of Nations. He was sure their efforts 
would be acknowledged in Ireland, where 
they received such warm hospitality and 
where they had always had so many friends, 


THE GAELIC LEAGUE, 


ATTITUDE TO CELTIC 


CONGRESS. 


Mr. P. T. McGinley (Cu-Uladh) presided 
at the meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Gaelic reine on Saturday. 

Mr. Frank Ryan was of opinion that the 
people should be told why the Gaelic League 
was not officially associated with the Celtic 
Congress held last week. 

The President said that the Celtic Congress 
was independent of the Gaelic League since 
its foundation. The Gaelic League had no 
connection with it. 

Mr. Ryan said that the President had 
spoken at one of the sessions of the Congress 
and that Mr. O’Kelly. the secretary, spoke 
at another, 

The President said that that was all the 
association they had with the Congress. He 
did not see much benefit arising from the 
Congress, except, perhaps, a closer associa- 
tion between Irish and Scottish Gaels. 

On the motion of Mr. F. Ryan, seconded by 
Mr. C. O’Lehane, the Committee adopted the 
arrangement made by the Standing Com- 
mittee not to take any official part in the 
Celtic Congress, because the Congress would 
not be helpful to the objects of the’ Gaelic 
League as regards nationality and true 
Gaelicism. 

The offer of President de Valera, on behalf 
of the Government, to provide financial aid to 
the Congress fo: research work in matters 
affecting the culture of Celtic peoples was dis- 
cussed, and a resclution was passed expressing 
the opinion that the work which it was pro- 
posed to carry out with the grant should be 
in charge of some body in the Free State. 

On the motion of the President, seconded 
by Mr, O’Kelly, a resolution was passed ex- 
pressing the opinion that the Universities 
ought to pursue u consistent rule to see that 
students were qualified to take honours in 
Irish, and that public money should not be 
expended upon shen until it was done.

Not since ithe opening day of the reconstructed
